Engll-h Troops Will Attack Tribenmen and 


Expect Victory and Restor- 


ation of Order. 


London, Sept. 6.—At this writing there 


aplicnrs to be no reason to suppose that 
tho government will fail to restore order 
on the Indian frontier. Already there are 
indications of a lack of any kind of organ • 
i/ation annng the tribesmen occupying 
the districts adjacent to theKhyber Pass, 
and public opinion here, which was at 
first alarmed and confused by tbe reports 
o£ outbreaks, feels reassured by the an- 
nouncement that military operations on 
a large s^ale are in progress there, there 
being 10,000 men now actually engaged 
ana 30,000 men in reserve around Pesha- 


war. 


Beports received Saturday indicate that 


the Atridis became quiet as soon as the 
Orak/als show activity, evidencing a lack 
of union which Is very gratifying to the 
government. These tribesmen, if they 
acted together, might seriously menace 
the peace of India, but they invariably 
gather and disperse like the old-time 
highland clans, and the British military 
forces, after preliminary hitohes In trans- 
port, finally are set In motion and peace is 
restored aftera few skirmishes. 


Future outbreaks will have to ba faced,

effect, namely, tbe cheapening of our la- 
bor down to tbe foreign level, lees the cost 
of transportation from foreign shores to 
our shores. 


But what would we surrender, in addi- 


tion to the superior civilization of Ameri- 
can wage earners? The volume of onr 
business is based upon our bank clear- 
lags, which are bald approximately to 
represent the amount of our daily, month- 
ly or yearly trade transactions. No other 
method has ever been determined for 
gusging the extent otnur business, there- 
fore.assuming that the bank clearings are 
a fair test, we desire to compare them 
with tbe foreign trade tbat we have ao-

which it vsould fae possibo for ns to ao

!ish scientist in Loi.don, the speaker 
called attention' to the rapid deeiense

Kmgdiom and st.ited tlut since 18j(i the 
area of wh-eat-produeing kind has been 
decreased to less than one-fourth, of 
\\hat it v\ as at that time. 
If Great 


liritain should become iiuohed in a 
nar%\ith Prance and liussia. U.e«=peaK- 
er predicted th tt one of the first acts 
of these countries •noukl be to declare 
coal and wheat contraband of tvar 
Should the United States and Russia 
join hands against Great Britain, he 
continued', they would at once be able 
to cut off three-fourths of the wheat 
supply that now finds its way to Brit- 
ish ports. In the event of these pow- 
ers jointly prohibiting- the export of 
w-heat, the speaker did not hesitate 
to express the be-lief that "starvation 
would compel Great Britain to sue for 
an unconditional peace "within three 
months after war was declared, with- 
out a single g^in heing fired."

Imvinjr resolutions were adopted: "He- 
solved that in the opinion of this meet- 
ing the dependence of the United King- 
dom on foreign imports for the nec- 
essaries of life, and the consequences 
that would arise therefrom in case of 
war, demand the serious attention of 
her majesty's government."—-Military 
Gazette, Chicago.

The National museum has just re- 


cched an example of the powers of the 
Japs in this mode of stock breeding 
which cannot be found anywhere else 
in this country. The fowl in question 
is a rooster. 
This rooster probably 


would not impress-one as different from 
the ordinary barnyard chanticleer were 
it not for the enormous length of the 
lail. 
The tail is exactly ten feet six 


ii,(hes in length, and remarkable for, 
its great beauty. From the back of the I 
rooster extend a dozen long filament 
feather*, any one of which would be 
long in "the ordinary fowl, but three of 
the feathers reach the great length 
stated. 
They are of a bright peacock 


blue, and present a beautiful coloring, 
especially in the sunlight. 


The fowl was the pride of a JapaTiese 


fanner, and it took a large amount of 
money to induce him to part with the 
prize." Generation after generation ho 
and his fathers had watched the fowls 
of-the yard. Those de^ eloping an ex- 
traordinary length of tail were kept by 
•themselves and tended carefully. 
In 


time were raised other chickens, with 
longer tails than their progenitors, and 
from these were bred other fowls, until 
the farmer's labors were rewarded by 
the magnificent specimen now in this 
city. Every action of the fowl 
was 


watched so that no injury might come 
to the beautiful tail; the yard pavement 
was made as smooth a.iid as free from 
vermin as the ingenuity of the breeder 
could suggest. No rough framework 
on whir>h the feathers might tear was 
allowed, and that the rooster might be 
protected from danger to his adorn- 
ments through the pugilistic tendencies 
of the other birds, he was isolated with 
only his mate for company. 


These long-tailed fowls are only bred 


in Shinowaraimira. Nagnoka county, 
Tosa. province, and seldom go to other 
parts of the country, as their price 
places Them beyond the reach of all 
but the ri-li. who retamihern as n. mani- 
festation r-F wealth, "During the time 
of the Toliio-aua dynasty the breeding 
of the=«- fowls was rmx-h encouraged 
l.v t n e troxernnient of the feudal lords, 
an<l the tail feathers were taken in pay- 
ment ol local tiiM-s. The feathers were 
1ln-ii v.=ed t;i decorate the lord's spears, 
and Mere not- allowed to be exported.
